The annual appropriation ordinance 
for the village of Antioch, which was 
published in the Antioch News issue 
of June 21, and which calls for a 
total sum of $22,245 this year, was 
adopted at a meeting of the village 
board Tuesday evening. Tliis is a re- 
duction of $1,905 from last year's 
budget of $24,250. 

Hems in the ordinance include 
salaries of municipal officers and em- 
ployes, $3,500; printing, office sup- 
plies and expenses, $300; heating and 
operating cost of village hall and fire 
and police stations, $200; lighting o£ 
public streets, alleys and public build- 
ings and places, $1800.00; mainten- 
ance and repair of streets and alleys, 
$300; maintenance and repair of pub- 
lic buildings $200; maintenance of 
parks, $250; maintenance of play- 
grounds, $250; residuary "and contin- 
gent funds, $500. (The parks and 
playgrounds fund last year amounted 
to $3,500; the bonded indebtedness, 
$1,375.) 

In addition, the ordinance allows 
for maintenance and repair of streets, 
$200; maintenance and repair of brid- 
ges, $200; maintenance and operation, 
of the fire department (a) salary and 
wages of chief and. members, $400, 
(b), maintenance, repair and upkeep 
of fire trucks, apparatus and equip- 
ment, $1,800. 

Bonds will be retired in the amount 
of $1,100, with interest on bonded 
indebtedness, $110.

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Japan Worries — Several Years Too Late 

News Hems these days occasionally refer to the 
Japanese as being unwilling yet to surrender because 
of the desire to "save face." 

Strange that they .didn't consider the possibility 
,of losing before the Pearl Harbor attack, or maybe even 
before the start of the attacks on China. 

To our crude western ways of thinking, which 
consider dishonor worse than defeat, it would seem as 
though Japan had lost too much 'tface" in years past to 
worry about the little additional loss that admission of 
defeat would bring. 

It seems to us that a defeated nation can still be 
looked upon with respect and regret — Norway and 
Greece are among the examples that come to mind at 
the moment — just as a person who has once been weal- 
thy and is now poor can still be respected. 

However, in nations as in persons, a course of 
action that was not exactly in keeping with honorable 
principles, and upon which that nation or person de- 
liberately embarked, can scarcely command respect, nor 
is it apt to gather any added blackness from the admis- 
sion that the person or nation is no longer able to con- 
tinue such an action. 

It isn't the defeat that makes for lack of respect 
for the beaten nation or the jailed criminal— it's the em- 
barking on a wrong course of action in the first place. 

Even people who aren't any too good themselves 
admire good qualities in others and dislike bad acts in 
others. So, it would seem, it is with nations. 

With all that some of our finest manhood has 
suffered, we do not rejoice over the sufferings of the 
common people in Germany or Japan. To us, it is the 
sal result of the courses of action which those countries 
followed, and which, it would seem, they might have 
forseen— and which, perhaps, some among them did for- 
see. We, too, have had people of our country suffer be- 
cause of those courses of action — courses which we our- 
selves had no part in setting, but which have resulted 
in much sorrow for us, too, in the loss of many, fine 
young men and in suffering for many others. 

No, we can't shed too many tears over Japan's 



sufferings or "loss of face." Nor over the news that 
persons in Germany guilty of war crimes are being, 
sentenced and punished. We're just too busy remember- 
ing the years of suffering inflicted upon innocent peo- 
ple by courses of actipn which those nations have fol- 
lowed in the past— and the arrogance they displayed 
when they felt that they were "getting away with it" 
at, you might say, a profit. 

We so-called "commercial-minded Americans" 
can't see much in a philosophy of life that bases the 
happiness of a few upon the suffering of the many. 

And when such a philosophy is defeated, we. are 
rather more inclined to thank the Almighty for giving 
us the strength to defeat it than to sit around feeling 
sorry for its proponents. 

We dollar-minded Americans, strangely enough, 
would like to see not only our own country and our own 
people, tout all other nations and countries, too, happy 
and prosperous. 

And somehow, we don't think that aggression, 
brutality, needless suffering, armed robbery or oppres- 
sion are exactly the right mediums for bringing about 
a new order or whatever degree of universal happiness 
may be possible on this earth. 

Yes, it's a very strange thing, but we can't feel 
too sorry about Japan's loss of face. As a contemporary 
paper put it rather neatly the other day — maybe' Japan 
will be lucky not to "lose neck" as well as "face."

National Thrift Has Virtues 

The Federal Trade Commission has just com- 
pleted a report on "Milk Distribution, Prices, Spreads, 
■and Profits." It gets exactly nowhere, for it dodges such 
basic questions as labor, taxation, and feed costs. Every- 
one has raised their charges, including government 
(taxes). All of these costs must be paid by the/consumer 
who in a thousand different ways is responsible for forc- 
ing costs up. When wages go up and taxes go up, all ma- 
terial prices go up, and foodgoes up, including milk. 

It seems almost childish for Federal agencies to 
go to the expense of long-winded investigations and then 
dodge the real causes for the higher cost of living, 
which will continue to advance under a national policy 
which shudders at the idea of thrift. Our standard of 
living will drop until this policy is revised.

The following note has been re- 
ceived from ithe Edward P. Dressels, 
Lake Marie— 

"Thanks for sending ijut copies of 
the paper with the writeup about Ed- 
ward. (Ed. Note: Edward P. Dressel; 
Jr., MM 3/c, «are of San Francisco 
Fleet post office). 

"Had a letter from Clarence some 
time back that he had met Dr. Brat- 
rude, who was looking fine and sends 
his regards'to all. Doc. said Clarence 
was the first person he had met from 
home, and I guess they had quite a 
chat. 

"Am enclosing a copy made from 
the original certificate given Clarence 
on this trip, to • Bremerhaven, Ger- 
many.- Clarence said that they had 
the army band. playing when they en- 
tered the harbor, and that ^officials 
came aboard, newspapermen and 
photographers took pictures, and that 
they had made a broadcast to the 
States from aboard ship."

Good news for housewives was the 
word that the Office of Price Admin- 
istration had removed point values 
from' canned tomato juice, mixed 
vegetable juice and grtfpefruit-orange 
juice blends.

A deep impression throughout the 
nation was created by the news that 
U. S. Senator Hiram W. Johnson of 
California, dean of Republican sena- 
tors and many times mentioned as a 
possiblo presidential candidate, Mon- 
day In the naval hospital at Washing- 
ton, D. C, at the age of 79. 

One of his last great senate fights 
was against the passage of the teen 
age draft bill. 

Johnson served as governor of Cali- 
fornia from 1910 until 1916, when he 
was first elected to the U. S. senate. 
He was instrumental in writing into 
the California constitution such pro- 
visions as the initiative, referendum 
and recall, the direct primary, woman 
suffrage, and wiping out of national 
party lines in municipal and county 
elections. He was also a leader in 
bringing about state legislation for 
workmen's compensation, limitation 
of hours of work for women, creation 
of a state marketing department, rcr 
gulation of railroads and prison re- 
forms. 

Although he was most • widely 
known as one of the leaders in op- 
position to the League of Nations, he 



was throughout his senate career a 
striking figure of leadership. He was 
co-author . of the Swing-Johnson act 
that made possible Boulder Dam; and 
also took a deep interest in Califor- 
nia's Central Valley project. 

He broke with 'his party on several 
occasions, one of them in 1932 to.lend 
his support to President Roosevelt. 
He, however, opposed the President 
on many major issues during Roose- 
velt's second term, and campaigned 
against him when he decided to run 
for a third term. 

Described as one of "the old school 
of gentlemen," whose courtesy was 
outstanding, even in times of stress, 
Johnson will probably also go down 
in history as one of the "old school of 
statesmen," ranking comparably in 
his own era with such "giants" of 
other days as Clay, Calhoun and Web- 
ster. 



Venereal Infection 

It is possible to catch a venereal 
disease from china, silver, towels, 
toilet seats, etc., that have been in 
contact with one suffering from such 
a disease but not as frequently as 
supposed. Syphilis and gonorrhea 
germs are short-lived and are dead 
upon drying.
